"Washinoton, March 17. Dr. T. S, 
Verdi, of this city, a well known Italian 
who has 1)6*11 ft resident of the L nited 
States for forty years, gaja ia connec- 
tion with the New Orieaae tarnoliing 
"I do not defend the men who were 
killed. They were probably a bad lot 
and may have been eiiilty of the murder 
of (.'liief Hennt'SNy, b.it that ia not tht 
(H.estion. Tlicy wcrt' olearp I under the 
operation of one of the institiitionH of 
(•i\ili ation, and becaiLse tliey were 
clenrcd the people of New Orlean.>« 
Americsne who glory in oivilization, re 
turn to one of the worst f ( >rma of l<ar- 
barifim. If this an^ry nprisiuK had oc- 
l uned at ti e tune of tlie a-swassination 
of Chief Heiines.sy, there niiu;ht hu\e 
been some e.\cu>e for it. 15ut four 
months ha t elai^ed, a tr hi was hu 1 and 
a verdict rendered, if the i e 'pie will not 
abide by the operations of the law as 
provided, what .tue is there in conrta of 
justice? 

"1 wa8 sorry to notice that The Eco 
d'ltali had issued the nmnit'esto it did. 
No good will come of agitatin;; the 
matter. It is e.\treme.y (.an;^ei'ou8 to 
do 80. There is, in my opinion, 
more Lack of this murder tlntn up 
pears on the surfHce. The objection to 
Italian immi^^ration from certain cla-^^es 
of oihtr tiUropt-aiiM who may have it*n n 
in thii4 country a fe .v years longer is si^- 
nifiuunt, and raises a grave iiuestion 
that tue government may have to deal 
with." 

"This unplea8antne,s.s will givo Mr. 
Blaine a cnance to display his diplo- 
matic ability, uid let us hofie tlie 
trouble will not We decided on the 'reci- 
procity plan.' It is, indeed, a very in- 
opportune time for a diplomatic baitle, 
M the abroKation of friendly relations 
between Italy and the United Ktate.<i 
will undoubtedly restrain the latter 
countrv from taking part in the world s 
Columnia felr. • The .most cautious 
di| lomatic tac^Uos are now necessary on 
both sides, and Italy will act with 
measured cenrt^sy aud esteem and in- 
ternational dignity toward the United 
States." 

xTi his oommniiioation to the Italian 
government Mx. Kaine also infonnei it 
that the nresident had ch irg.d the gov- 
ernor of Louisiana to taae eiieotive 
measures to truard the Italian popnla- 
tion of the city of New (.^rleans from 
further violence and to use every 
effort to bring the assaasins to jnslii-e. 

The premier also informed toe cham- 
ber that United States lUnlrter Porter 
had calle<l upon him to convey the 
assurance of nis government's regret, 
and to say that he trusted that as a re- 
sult of explanations the friendly rela- 
tiond existing between Italy aud Amer- 
ica will be drawn even closer. 

When tiie piemier had concluded his 
statement Depnty BreKan t said that a 
note would be taken of the minister h 
statement. Deputy Ferras urged that 
the government demand from tiie 
United titutes indemnities for the fam 
iUas of the victims of the New Orleans 
mob.
